' T h e basic question is whether to use out 'de or, 


Arkansas appraisers in making the property survey- — • 
and this newspaper advises the taxing units and the 
people who support them to demand that outside ap 
praisers be employed. 


Counties with the most successful record in equaliz- 


ing assessments have employed outside, appraisers. On 
the other hand, the taxing units^of Hempstead county 
tried a local setup two years ago with an initial outlay of 
$16,000. It would have been better, we know today, to 
have spent several times that amount and brought in an 
entire organization from the outside. 


There is this to be said for a high-priced appraisal 


conducted by non-local people: 


It.sets up an impartial, fact-finding report that can'r 


be challenged as to truthfulness — and against which 
the performance of our public officials will be checked 
for years to, come, 


It is a firm foundation designed to stabilize the 


shifting politics of Arkansas' unfortunate constitutional 
ad valorem assessment system —-county officials elected 
for mere two-year terms, an elective tax assessor, and an 
equalization board equally subject to the varying winds 
that blow across every local political landscape. 


The faxing units o'f Hempstead county have a 


special obligation to see that this outside appraisal is 
authorized at this time because not only will they face 
the loss of a certain percentage of stare aid if they fail : 
to measure up to the 18% assessing level by August 1, 
1958, 
but also their anticipation of 3% sales tax rev- 


enue is going to be cut off when the people vote the tax 
down to 2% in the general election in November 
1958. 


The taxing units, furthermore, are under immediate 


pressure to support the assessment equalization program 
because the people are aroused over abuse of the milloge 
rate — and in the future the millage will fall instead of 
rising. There is, then, no;other route left to the taxing, 
units but this one — to support the assessment equaliza- 
tion program.

the general election ballot,
